TILLAMOOK (or.) Noy. 26.—The 
Stranding of the steamer Argo trom 
Astoria to Tillamook late today was 
the indirect cause of the loss of three 
lives. 

Two were passengers of the Argo, 
and the third was a member of the 
Garibaldi Beach life-saving station. 

The Argo drifted off the bar tonight, 
and is anchored off the bay. It is ex- 
pected that the tug Oshkosh will go

A high wind and heavy séa drove: 
the Argo out of the narrow channel 
as the steamer was attempting to 
cross into Tillamook Bay. She struck 
on the south spit, but in a short time 
managed to work her way off. 

A ten moments later the Argo 
struck again, this time on the bar 
proper. 

Distress signals were displayed and 
the Garibaldi Beach life saving crew 
put out in a boat and went to the Ar- 
go's relief. Into the boat were loaded 
Mrs. C. A. King, who with her hus- 
band, was returning home from the 
East, two children of George Hunter. 
who were returning from a visit at As- 
toria, and a woman who has not been 
identified and several other persons. 

The lifeboat was unable to carry 
them all and had to return to the Argo 


all but four—two men and two chil-} 


dren. The strong ebb-tide prevented 
the lifeboat crossing the bar, and Capt. 
Farley of the life-saving crew at- 
tempted to make a landing on the 
beach just north of Haystack Rock. 

Owing to the heavy surf, the boat 
overturned in the breakers, plunging 
the passengers and life crew into the 
surf. Mrs. King managed to make her 
way to the shore in safety. Leona 
Hunter, aged 11, floated toward the 
shore and wa« caught by George Rast- 
man of the life-saving crew. The child 
was se nearly drowned that it required 
several hours to resuscitate her. Henrv 
Wickman, Nellie Hunter, aged 6 and 
the unidentified woman, Werte swept to 
sea aud drowned.

WILLIAMSON (W. Va.) Nov. 26 
Firing from the doorway of their home 
on a Sheriff's posse to give their 
father and brother time to escape, 
Mrs. Charles Daniels and her sixteen- 
year-old daughter were shot to death 
yesterday near Devon, Mingo county, 
by the officers. 

The shooting of Mrs. Daniels and 
her daughter grew out of a family 
fend between the Christians and the 
Daniels, on the border of Kentucky 
and West Virginia. The Christians 
lived in Mingo county, West Vir- 
ginia, and the Daniels in Pike county, 
Kentucky. 

About three weeks ago George 
Christian ventured to the Kentucky 
side and was slain by Jim Daniels. 

Christian and Daniels were brothers- 
In-law, and had formerly been allies. 
After the killing of Christian the 
two families and their freinds became 
invoived. The Christians obtained 
Warrants for Jim Daniels and his 
brother, Charles, and led a posse of 
Pike county officers to the home of 
the Daniels. When the officers ap- 
proached within a few feet of the 
house Mrs. Daniels and her daughter 
opened fire with rifles, one of the 
2 receiving a bullet in the arm. 

Christians returned the fire. Mrs. 
Daniels was shot down in the doorway, 
but the daughter stood over her 
mother’s body and fred upon the 
pogse until she dropped dead across 
her mother, pierced by three bullets. 

The officers closed in. but by for- 
felting their lives the mother and 
daughter hed effectually covered the 
retreat of their father and brother.

A fair eity government which will regard 
the interests of all citizens and of all sections from 
the standpoint of justice and civic righteousness. 

(2.) Or an Aleck vown with an Uncle Aleck at 
the head of it, under the dictation, influence and 
control of the little clique of greedy, silk-stock- 
inged millionaires intent upon using the city gov- 
ernment for their own business advantages, with 
an eye that looks at the millions to be spent on 
the Owens River aqueduct plan, on the harbor and 
on all the other great municipal enterprises that 
are to be undertaken by the city in the next few 
years.

- WEST FOR WESTERNERS. 
We are told there has sprung up a sentiment 
in favor of cutting western railroads loose from 
too intimate connection with eastern financiers. 
There is no doubt that a change of this kind 
would be a good thing for the railroads and for 
thé country. There is a hostility between western 
ideas and those of the East, and this hostility ex- 
tends to the methods of business followed in the 
two sections. The outcry against Wall street no 
doubt has its roots mostly in prejudice and misap- 
prehension of facts. But it is not all prejudice. 
The eastern railroad man is generally a stock job- 


| ber and his railroading is mostly done in the 


stock exchange, his profits coming from the rise 
and fall of the securities. That there is unfair 
manipulation of these stocks seems without doubt, 
and that the people are often plundered in a legal 
manner by the ups and downs of the stock mafket 
of 
course those who gamble in stocks do so with their 
eyes open and take their own risks. Grown-up 
people are not children and our government is not 
paternal. If we entertain a strong prejudice 
against the ways of “Wall street” we can keep 
cut of that thoroughfare and conduct our affairs 
somewhere else. 

The West has been too dependent upon the East 
in many ways. It was natural in the early devel- 
opment of the West that we should lean upon the 
richer communities on the Atlantic seaboard. There 
was not capital enough in the West to develop its 
resouices, to build its railroads or to establish life 
and fire insurance companies. But this is all 
changed. It is not many years since nearly all 
the crops of the West had to be moved by drafts 
on New York for money. This condition prevails 
no longer. The different great centers of popula- 
tion and wealth in the West are taking care of 
their own affairs in nearly every way. This seg- 
sections of the business and finances 
of the vountry extends very broadly. Not only is 
Chigago well supplied with money for the necessi- 
ties of business and trade but the same 
thing is true of Milwaukee, St. Omaha, and 
even very much smaller cities than these. Of the 
millions of money paid for life insurance west of 
the Mississippi annually it is said that not over 2 
per cent. goes into the bank deposits of western 
companies. We have here in Los Angeles a pros- 
perous life-insurance company, and it would seem

Manufactur- 
ing industries will grow at a great rate in the 
years to come. 9 

It will be a great deal better if this transoceanic 
commerce, this manufacturing development, the 
management ‘of the railroads and all the other 
branches of business in the West shall be in the 
hands of men with western ideas, sentiments and 
sympathies. If, as is stated, the stocks that rep- 
resent the railroad values of the West are held 
mostly by western people, it is a safe conclusion 
that they are held for investments and not for 
the purpose of playing battledore and shuttlecock 
with them in tho stack market. Over-speculation 
in the stock exchanges of New York is responsible 
in a large way for the money stringency that 
pinches the country every now and then. The far- 
ther west one gets the more the spirit of invest- 
ment prevails and the less there is of the spirit 
of gambling. 3 

The West is already the most interesting and 
most important part of tne American continent. 
Its growth and development will be hastened much 


if its railroads, insurance companies, manufactur- 


ing affairs and business generally are in the 
hands, of western people unhampered by magnates 


of the far East, whose ways of looking at things 


are so different from ours, whose methods of busi- 
ness are so different and whose sympathies are 
not with us. : 


HE RAILROADS GET A LEMON. 
We believe that the action of the government 
in calling a halt upon the railroads in increasing 
the freight rate on lemons from California to east- 
ern markets was just. The business of growing 


‘lemons in California has been an up-hill effort. The 


rate of a dollar a hundred on California lemons 
was made by the railroads some years ago in or- 
der to prevent this industry, so important in its 


possibilities, from perishing here. There is a dif- 


ference between lemons and oranges, and the cul- 
ture of the lemon demands more protection against 
competition of foreign products than do the other 


citrus fruits. The railroads realize this fact, and 


in order to get some business out of California 
lemon orchards made the rate 15 cents per hun- 
dredweight easier. The claim of the railroads now 
is that the conditions are more favorable to the 
lemon growers and therefore they are entitled to 
the old rate. The Federal authorities have ordered 
a suspension of thig action until the whole matter 
shall be presen to the courts and a decision 
reached upon the merits of the case. 

We can hardly think that the railroads took this 


action for the sake of what might be got out of 


the lemon business of California. During this cur- 
rent year the shipments of lemons will amount to 
considerably less than 2,000,000 boxes. One hun- 
dred pounds is a full weight for a box of lemons, 


‘and therefore the railroads by the advance of 15 


cents a hundred, or, generally speaking, 15 cents 
a box, would not gain enough of itself to make 
the game worth the candle, This was probably 
meant to be the entering wedge for an effort which 
would result in a general advance of freight rates 
all along the line. If the increased rate on lemons 
had been permitted to go into effect without con- 
troversy, it is quite possible that this action might 


have been followed by another which would put a 


similar advance upon oranges. A8 orange crop 
of the year amounts to about 15,000,000 boxes, a 
matter of 10 to 12% cents a box would amount to 
considerable, money. A box of lemons weighs on 
an average considerably more than a box of or- 
anges. It is well understood that the railroads 
think. they are entitled to a general advance in 
freight rates upon nearly all commodities. Had 
they been allowed to make the one increase pro- 
posed on lemons and then had been successful in 
raising the rate on oranges, we may feel quite con- 
fident that an attempt would be made for a gen- 
eral advance in freight rates. 

We say the action of the government was rea- 
sonable. It did not decide off-hand that the in- 
creased rate on lemons would be unjust. It sim- 
ply demands that the question be taken into court 
and each side permitted to present its case in full, 
letting the qualified 
on its merits. 

When this is done we do not believe, whatever 
may be the fate of the general proposition to in- 
crease freight rates, that the advance upon lemons 
will be allowed to stand. 


The industry in Califor. 
nin has had a hard struggle for yéars, competing 


mit the industry to compete successfully with the 
Sicily product. Where the ténor of public senti- 
ment was so strongly. in favor of tariff reductions 
and when there were so many actual reductions 


made in the schedule, it must have been on & 


very strong presentaticn of the case that lemons 
were allowed still greater protection than they 
enjoyed before. The lemon product of California 
for the current year, as we say, is considerably less 
than 2,000,000 boxes, while the orange crop ran to 
about 15,000,000 boxes. The consumption of lem- 
ons is not so great as that of oranges, but there is 
no reason why California should not produce at 
least three or four times as many lemons as the 
crop at present amounts to. It would appear as 
if it would be a Wiser and a more far-sighted pol- 
icy for the railroads to allow the California indus- 
try to be built up so that they might have a dol- 
lar a hundred on the transportation of 6,000,000 
to 8,000,000 boxes of this fruit, 

A car will carry about 4000 boxes of lemons, 
and assuming that the weight of a box is approxi- 
mately 100 pounds, the freight on a carload would 
therefore be $400. That is about as much as the 
grower gets out of the carload, after: putting his 
money, $2000 an acre, into the investment, and 
then watching his orchard all the year, with all 
the expenses of cultivation, fertilizing and fumi- 
gating to come out of the proceeds. Twenty cars 
ure a small train, and at $400 a car the railroad 
would get $8000 for hauling a twenty-car train 
from California to the Middle West. It seems as 
if there might be a pretty good case presented in 
favor of the demon growers and against the rail- 
roads. It should be possible to show that trans- 
porting a small trainload of lemons at that cost 
across the continent is one of the most remunera- 
tive branches of the railroad business. No doubt 
this will all be laid before the proper courts when 
the case is presented for final adjudication. 

In speaking of courts we have the Interstate 
Cémmerce Commission in view, which does exer- 
cise K* functions of a judicial tribunal in many

MOVE’ FOR HAPPINESS. 


It is with a keen sense of satisfaction, not to 


say delight, that we notice the establishment of 


bureaus in New York and Chicago, the purposes 
of, which are to induce the people of the Middle 
West and the East to locate on California farms. 
We know of no other way to make the people of 
those far and handicapped communities so happy 
and so healthy as to lure them away f their 
surroundings and set them down amid the hills of 
glory on a farm in California. 

There has been, perhaps, an undue and an un- 
necessary effort put forth to bring new people to 
the towns and cities of California, if for no other 
reason than that towns and cities grow naturally 
and, in some instances, with a rapidity that is none 


too good for them. Newcomers to California drift 


into the towns to look for work and business open- 
ings beyond the capacity of the towns to provide. 
In other words, a stranger always takes the chance 
of being disappointed when he seeks a foothold in 
a town where he is unknown and which is likely to 
have more workers than it needs, as the case is 
with most towns in any part of the world to which 
a man may emigrate. : 
But it is different in the ease of a man w 
seeks a piece of land to locate himself upon, with 
his family, in a new country, and especially in a 
countty where all the conditions are so favorable 
for farming as they are in California. The old 
drawback of the lack of water has now been prac- 
tically overcome in all parts of this State. And the 
lack of water was the only drawback that farming 


in California ever knew. The soil is the richest 


in ‘the known world, the climate as perfect as the 
dear Lord himself could make it. 

These bureaus will doubtless serve the very best 
of purposes in the East. Through them the pee- 
ple of the outlands beyond the Mother Mountains 
and the far rim of the great desert, clear back to 
Cape Cod, can settle their future in California with 
certainty before they leave their old habitats. And 
then, when they arrive on the ground there’s ev- 
erything ready for them and a living in sight from 
the very first rattle out of the box—chickens in 
the yard, seed in the ground, telephone man wait- 
ing to connect the house up, trolley road running 
near the door, and the automobile filled with gas- 
oline. For there are no isolated farming communi- 
ties in California. You can pass the word from 
Siskiyou to San Diego as easily as to say “Jack

There are a 
large number of Los Angeles creditors 
who sold goods to the alleged bank- 
rupt company. Those signing the pe- 
tition are: Blake, Moffitt & Towne, 
Murphy, Grant & Co. of San Francis- 
eo, and the Los Angeles Notion Com- 
pany. 

It is alleged the company petitioned

ency some time ago when it permit- 
ted the William Barker Company to 
obtain a judgment in the Superior 
Court for $1714.33.

The Lewis N. Merritt Company of 
Pasadcna is engaged in the clothing, 
hat and furnishing business, occupy- 
ing the beautiful storeroom on the 
corner of Broadway and Colorado 
streets, in the Chamber of Commerce 
buliding. The company is incorporated 
for $20,000, fully paid up. The present 
Stock of goods and fixtures is valued 


at about 370,000. The ifidebtedness of | 
„the firm is not definitely known, but 
it is alleged to be something around 


$56,000. It is stated that the firm owes 
Los Angeles creditors about $7000, the 
balance of the indebtedness being with 
eastern creditors. There are some 
debts in Pasadena, such as store rent 
for several months. and many other 
small items.
